western states still held many victims buried and unrepo rted this afterno o n. 
Where it did the wo rst damage, the to rnado lasted less than five minutes. 
II flattened heavily co nstructed scho o l and business buildings with wo rse 
results than the casualties in lighter dwellings. 
Hahies in ho mes were special sufferers. 
Fires which still rage o r smo ulder in the millio ns o f do llars wo rth o f wreck­ 
age, delay ed co unts o f larger death lists. 
The hardest hit places were two small cities in so uthern Illino is, West Frank­ 
fo rt and Murphy sbo ro . 
Nearly all the destructio n was in the so ft co al fields. 
Next to Illino is, the wo rst sufferers were in Indiana and Misso uri with fatal 
echo es o f the twister co ming fro m Tennessee and Kentucky . 
lied C ro ss, states guardsmen, army aviatio n fo rces, railro ad reso urces piled 
into many sperial trains and private relief fro m two o f the natio n’s largest cities, 
( hiago and » St. Lo uis with a ho st o f co ntributio ns fro m smaller cities, co ncen­ 
trated o n so uthern Illino is. 
Two to wns in thf* wake o t the to rnado were repo rted to have been virtually erased 
fro m the map while a large sectio n o f uno ther was laid to ruins. 
Only o ne ho me and a 
scho o l ho use were the remaining structures in Parrish, Franklin Co unty , III. 
The fo ur 
dwellings ielt standing at Griffin, Po sey Co unty , Ind., a to wn o f 7 50, were badly dam­ 
aged. 
One hundred city blo cks at Murphy sbo ro were practically flattened. 
Seventy 
blo cks in the residential sectio n were swept by flames. 
Setting a reco rd fo r swift legislatio n, tin* members o f the Illino is legislature and 
tho se in the Misso uri assembly respectively pushed fo rward measures appro priating 
$500,000 and $25,000 fo r relief in their devastated sectio ns. 
In the stricken district in So uthern Illino is, the sto rm to o k its to ll in several placjes 
in less than five minutes.
